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Local Pilot Leon Jarema earns Wright Brothers Master Pilot Award 


On Wednesday, May 10, the Boyne 
City Airport Advisory Board in con- 
junction with the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) honored one 
of our board members and local 
Pilot, Leon Jarema with the Wright 
Brothers Master Pilot Award. This 
award is given by the FAA to recog- 
nize pilots of 50 or more years of fly- 
ing experience and contributions to 
General Aviation. 

Leon Jarema is a great example of 
what this award represents. He took 
his first flying lesson at the Boyne 
City Airport in November of 1962 
and has continued to fly from there 
since. After receiving his Private 


Pilot Certificate in March of 1964, 
Leon continued to achieve ratings 
and certificates that include Com- 
mercial rating, Instrument rating, 
Multi-engine rating, Certified Flight 
Instructor levels I & II, Air Trans- 
port Pilot, Seaplane rating and in- 
structor and Commercial Glider 
pilot and instructor. 

During the last 50 years, Leon has 
consistently worked in General Avi- 
ation. His resume includes charter 
flying with passengers or cargo, 
Chief pilot for a local Boyne City 
company, Charter pilot for North 
Country Aviation in Gaylord. Since 
1969 Leon has operated a Flight 


School at the Boyne City Airport 
with hundreds of students receiving 
their Private Pilot license under his 
mentorship. Jarema taught at the 
Boyne City High School for over 30 
years and included Aviation Classes 
for his students. He also taught Avia- 
tion Ground School at North Central 
Michigan College. Leon has over 
19,500 hrs. in his flight log books 
with approximately 11,000 hrs. of In- 
strument flying. Over the years 
Leon has flown 115 aircraft types 
and models, which included flying 
an airplane from Newfoundland 
over the North Atlantic to Ireland in 
1974. For over 20 years Leon has 


served on the Airport Board and ful- 
filled the role as Assistant Airport 
Manager. 

Jarema is nowhere near done with 
his career. He will continue to fly, 
instruct, mentor, serve on the board 
and contribute valuably to the field 
of aviation. Leon encompasses the 
heart and soul of the Wright Broth- 
ers Master Pilot Award. He has 
achieved so much in aviation and 
has given back so much more. His 
legacy of accomplishment and 
learning are benchmarks for future 
aviators, as well as his dedication to 
passing on his wisdom to future fly- 
ers.

This Sunday we celebrate, recognize, 
and honor the most special person in 
our lives; mom. She is there from the 
start, and while we bring her joy, con- 
cern, pride and challenges as we grow, 
her love remains unfaltering, uncondi- 
tional, and unending. As anyone who 
has lost a mother knows, the bond be- 
tween mother and child lasts well be- 
yond her lifetime. Whether a biological 
or foster mother, she is the one we turn 
to help celebrate our victories, comfort 
our setbacks and encourage our 
dreams. 

One of the most surprising things 
about Mother’s Day is that it took so 
long to get around to set aside a day just 
for mom each year. In 1870, Julia Ward 
Howe wrote the “Mother’s Day Procla- 
mation,” urging that a “general con- 
gress of women without limit of 
nationality” be appointed to “promote 
the alliance of the different nationali- 
ties.” Howe’s proclamation recognized 
women’s role and responsibility in 
shaping the direction of society, but the 
idea of an actual Mother’s Day was an- 
other four decades in arriving. 

In 1908, Philadelphian, Anna Jarvis, 
came up with the concept and even 
trademarked the phrase “Mother’s 
Day.” She was adamant about includ- 
ing the apostrophe so that the term was 
a singular possessive - inspiring every 
family to honor their own mother 
rather than inferring a general celebra- 
tion of motherhood. A few years later, 
in 1914, President Woodrow Wilson had 
the good sense to proclaim Mother’s 
Day a national holiday.

- The oldest woman to deliver a child 
is said to be Omkari Panway, who gave 
birth to twins in 2008 when she was 70 
years old.

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Michigan Annual Road & Bridge Report released 


Yesterday afternoon, the Michi- 
gan Transportation Asset Manage- 
ment Council (TAMC) delivered the 
Michigan 2016 Roads and Bridges 
Annual Report to the Michigan 
Legislature and the State Trans- 
portation Commission. Michigan 
Law, MCL 247.659a(9), requires 
TAMC to file an annual report with 
the Legislature and State Trans- 
portation Commission by May 2 of 
each year. The report summarizes 
road and bridge conditions and pro- 
vides condition projections into the 
future. The report also provides a 
synopsis of TAMC program activi- 
ties and events over the past year. 

During 2016, the TAMC rated the 
pavement condition of the paved 
federal-aid eligible roads for the 
twelfth consecutive year. This data 
collection included 57,961 lane 
miles of paved roads in Michigan, 
including State Freeways and High-

ways, City Major Streets and 
County Primary Roads. This effort 
was achieved through a cooperative 
effort of individuals from county 
road commissions, city and village 
engineering staffs, the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT), regional planning agen- 
cies, and metropolitan planning or- 
ganizations. In addition, the TAMC 
also collected pavement conditions 
on some of Michigan’s paved non- 
federal aid eligible roads as well. 
In terms of physical condition, 
the report reveals further deterio- 
ration of Michigan’s federal aid eli- 
gible roads from the previous year 
with more miles being rated as 
“poor.” The 2016 condition data in- 
dicates 18% of these roads are in 
good condition, 43% are in fair con- 
dition, and 39% are in poor condi- 
tion; in 2015, the breakdown was 
17% good, 45% fair, and 38% poor. 


The report also includes data on 
the condition of all public bridges 
in Michigan. An analysis of the 
bridge condition data indicates that 
state and local bridge owners are 
“holding their own” despite rising 
costs and revenue challenges. This 
year’s report reveals Michigan has 
11.1% of bridges rated as “struc- 
turally deficient.” By way of com- 
parison with other Midwest states, 
Michigan has a significantly higher 
percentage of structurally deficient 
bridges than other Great- Lakes 
states with Wisconsin having 8.7%, 
Indiana 8%, Illinois 8.4% and Ohio 
6.9%. 

The TAMC Performance Meas- 
ure Dashboards have been updated 
to show the condition, operation, 
and investment in the federal-aid 
eligible road system and in Michi- 
gan’s 11,054 public bridges. The 
TAMC website also contains an in- 


teractive map viewer that allows 
the public to view road and bridge 
conditions used in creating the an- 
nual reports. In addition to the 2016 
Roads and Bridges Annual Report, 
the TAMC website has previous an- 
nual reports available for viewing 
under the “About Us” section. The 
2016 report was approved by the 
Council on April 26, and can be 
viewed, along with other past re- 
ports, at this link (scroll down on 
screen to select “Annual Reports”):

The TAMC includes representa- 
tives from MDOT, Michigan Munic- 
ipal League (MML), 

Michigan Association of Coun- 
ties (MAC), Michigan Townships 
Association (MTA), Michigan Asso- 
ciation of Regions (MAR), Michigan 
Transportation Planning Associa- 
tion (MTPA), the County Road As- 


sociation of Michigan (CRA), and 
the Michigan Department of Tech- 
nology, Management and Budget- 
Center for Shared Solutions 
(MCSS). 

Transportation asset manage- 
ment is a process of managing pub- 
lic assets, such as roads and 
bridges, based on the long-range 
condition of the entire transporta- 
tion system. The TAMC, created in 
2002 by the Michigan Legislature, 
promotes the concept that the 
transportation system is unified, 
rather than separated by jurisdic- 
tional ownership. Its mission is to 
recommend an asset management 
strategy to the State Transporta- 
tion Commission and the Michigan 
Legislature for all of Michigan’s 
roads and bridges.

Wilson Township, Charlevoix 
County, Michigan, as a young 
boy he left home traveling to 
Chicago. Bergmann enlisted in 
the Navy at the age of 15 by 
lying about his age and using 
the name of Harry Woods. He 
wasn’t happy with the Navy, so 
he went AWOL (absent without 
leave). He jumped railroad cars 
and traveled all over the United 
States making a living by play- 
ing the piano in restaurants 
and bars. He decided to enlist 
in the Army, but since he was 
listed as AWOL from the Navy, 
he enlisted under the name of 
Jimmy Dale, and was honor- 
able Discharged under that 
name after World War I. He 
was assigned to Battery A, 44th 
Field Artillery, stationed in 
Texas. During the Great Flu 
Epidemic, he worked at the 
base Hospital, removing those 
who had succumbed to the Flu 
Epidemic. After being Honor- 
ably Discharged he returned to 
the family farm to help his fa- 
ther and married Maude 
Hosler on October 23rd, 1921 in 
Antrim County. With the help 
of Maudes father, his name 
was corrected from his enlist- 
ment as Jimmy Dale, to Karl 
August Bergmann. During 
World War II, Bergmann left 
the farm and was a construc- 
tion foreman at the Willow Run 
Air Base, Kincheloe Air Force 


Karl August Bergma 
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Base and other Air Force 
Bases around the United 
States. After the War, he 
again returned to farming, 
retiring in 1960. He was a 
member of the Wilson 
Grange and a Seventh De- 
gree member of the Na- 
tional Grange. On March 
27th, 1963 Karl August 
Bergmann answered the 
final call and is being hon- 


ored by his family.

Good Samaritan Resale Shop & Food Pantry 


Serving families in 
need for 25 years

Back in 1990, Ellsworth resident 
Mary Peterson had an idea...or per- 
haps it was more of a calling. 

“T was visiting a local resale shop 
and I saw people searching through the 
trash for something they could use,” 
she recalls. “I just knew there had to 
be a way to set up a new system for dis- 
tributing goods to those in need, so I 
began looking for people who could 
pursue that idea.” 

Twenty-five years later, the result of 
that inspiration; Good Samaritan Fam- 
ily Services, is celebrating two-and-a- 
half decades of following a mission 
statement of “servicing the Lord by 
reaching out to those in need,” provid- 
ing food and outreach programs to 
local families who could use a little 
help. 

Petersen recalls, “When we began 
our mission, it was located in the old 
fire hall in town, we received support 
from local churches and it was ran by a 


small group of volunteers.” At that 
time, about 30 families visited the facil- 
ity each month. 

Today, approximately 700 families 
visit Good Samaritan’s Food Pantry 
each month. Since the facility first 
opened they have served an astounding 
78,827 families, primarily from Antrim 
County though about a quarter of 
those families are from Charlevoix 
County. A crew of some 95 volunteers 
helps to stock and distribute the food 
supplies, oversee the non-profit organi- 
zation’s Resale Shop, Good Samaritan 
Furniture & More Store, and assist new 
mothers at their affiliated Moms & Tots 
Center. 

“The need has grown over the 
years,” Mary relates. “People’s stories 
tug at your heart. Our senor popula- 
tion has grown and we are seeing more 
seniors seeking assistance here, 
though they can be reluctant to ask for 
help.” 

She adds, “Everyone who gets food 
also gets free clothing. People can visit 
once a month, and we try to give them 
enough to last a bit longer. A lot of our 
food comes from the Manna Food Proj- 
ect, which we receive at a very good 
discount, so we can really stretch dol- 


lars that are donated.” 

About a year ago, Good Samaritan 
Family Services added “Sammy’s 
Shoes” at the Resale Shop, which offers 
a huge assortment of new shoes in vir- 
tually every size, style and color. This 
newest addition was made possible 
through a Great Lakes People Fund 
grant and a grant from the YAK group 
at the Charlevoix County Community 
Foundation. Families in need can pick 
up a brand new pair of shoe for a small 
donation or even for free if they are un- 
able to afford the donation. 

Mary notes that Good Samaritan is 
planning a celebration for their 25th 
anniversary on August 21st and 22nd, 
though details are still in the works. 
This coming Memorial Day Weekend 
they will be taking part in the annual 
Garage Sale Across the Breezeway, so 
stop by and pick up some fantastic bar- 
gains while also helping area families.

sory Committee on the 
foundation’s behalf. “The 
decisions are not always 
easy for the YAC mem- 
bers; however, they do a 
great job asking questions 
and discussing the impact 
that each grant will make, 
should they fund it,” she 
said. “Although these 
teens come from various 
schools across Charlevoix 
County, they do a great job 
representing all area 
youth during their meet- 
ings,” she concluded. 

In addition to grants to 
benefit youth, the recent 
grants support programs 
in the arts; education; 
community development; 
the environment; human 
services; health and well- 
ness; recreation and more. 
Grant proposals from area 
non-profit organizations 
keep the Community 
Foundation informed of 
community needs. C3F 
connects issues with 
donors who want to help. 

A charitable organiza- 
tion dedicated to improv-
